forever, wo should have bocn rid of a bad subject." 


“Commute the punishment," into simple baniah- 
ment of a nan who has starved our soldiers by thou- 
sauds, hired agents to infest our cities with yellow 
fover, ‘rourder our citizons, burn our cities, aud 
assassinate our President?" Is that your anti-phi- 
Jnuthtopy 1—your antagonism toa “craven, white- 
feathered spirit!" We make no demaud and no 
jthreat; but if a wretch found guilty of such crimes 
against Human Nature shall ever be released from the 
clutches of justice ‘on condition of his leaving the 
country forever,” that rolease will raise a storm that 
wwe would rather not be called to face. Four years’ 
possession of tho White House will be dearly pur- 
chased by the man who pays that price for it. 

The Times adds that delays end in a denial of 
justice.” Thoy often do. It farther says that, in case 
Davis is bailed, ‘not even punishment of the mildest 
charactor should be inflicted.” We shall see, The 
matter bas now been placed in s light so clear nnd 
strong that whatever jugele, artifice, provarication 
shall be resorted to, must stand esposed and detected. 
Up to this timo, the ex-Rebels have been made to 
doliove that “the Radicals" wero howling for their 
blood, while our Conservative Johnson-Republicans 
wore anxious to screen and save them to the utmost 
possible oxtont.

Most cortainly, we don’t want to shiold 
poisonors, nor murderers of captive soldiers, nor con- 
spiratora to assassinate President Lincoln—not even 
to tho extont of lotting them escape the clatches of 
the lav “on condition of leaving the country;” and, if 
tho ex-Rebels havo any such miscreants whom they 
svant pardoned or screened from trial, they will 
necessarily seck sympathy and aid elsewhere. To 
all “delay” in the case of such enemies of the 
human raco—that is, all delay not incsorably re- 
quired by tho interests of justice—wo are infloxibly, 
utterly opposed. We would deal mercifully, mag- 
panimously, with those whoso offense is common to 
Five Millions of our countrymen; not with wholesale 
poisonors and suborners of assassins, And he who 
would brand a man with the guilt of such crimes, and 
thon turn him loose ‘‘on condition of his leaving the 
country,” is a stranger to the dictates alike of Justice 
and of Meroy.

In explaining, bis; motion, Mr. Gar- 
field showed that it was the custom, and we 
presume therefore the law, to computo mile- 
ago in committeo'on a larger scale than indi- 
yiduol members found themselves able to reckon it 
Mr. Garfield was himself paid for 450 miles more than 
bo claimed. His colleague, Mr. Schenck, claimed for 
699, ond was allowed 812, but declined to receive the 
excess. The same was trae in otber cases. It is 
cvident, therefore, that the law needs oyerbauling, 
not only because’ it permits au excessive claim, but 
because it adopts a system of computation that is un- 
equal, exorbitant, and unknown to those who 
are most interested in it. We don't know 
whether there ever will be a Congress with 
firmness enough to abolish this huge swindle wholly, 
and allow each member to charge his actual traveling 
expenses and no moro; but we venture to hope that 
the present Congress will do something to rectify the 
law as it stands. 

—Let the people read this list, and speak of it, and 
finally consolidate'a public opinion that will suppress 
it. They must speak loudly—for when money is con- 
corned men aro often deaf.

If, for instance, Penn- 
sylvania should shnt up each great criminal in a sol- 
itary cell in ono of her penitontiaries, and invite hot 
youth, at stated periods, to walk throngh those pri 
ons and look in on cach criminal at his lonesome task, 
whilo a card on his cell-door narrated tho story of his 
crime aud its punishment, we think a wholesome, por- 
vading, and permancnt moral influence would thereby 
bo exerted, But the penalties which we would not 
lot our children see inflicted, we should hesitate to 
inflict. 


Mr. Morgan, in presenting on the 14th to the Senate 
the memorial of the New-York Chamber of Commorea 
in tavor of a Bankrupt Law, expressed his hope that 
the Hongo bill would bo reported from the Jndiciary 
Committeo at on carly day. The conatry expeott 
this, ‘Tho Dill, as it finally passed the Honse, bad, 
been most carefully matured, and ueeds little consid- 
eration from the Scoate Committeo in respect to it 
details.

While I was tbus accommodating myeclf to ciroum- 


stances, I received throngh Antonio a picce of information 
which contributed not o little to strengthen my energy 
and to precipitate our moreb, The French column, 300 
strong, under commend of Col. Dupin, had left Tampico 
and wis advancing at all speed upon Tomapache, in order 


to deliver Col. Llorento of the Imperial army, who, as I 
have said before, was then surronuded by 1,300 men, led 
by Carvajal in person. “Ife do not hi ” said An- 
tonioy "wo shall starve, for an order hasbeen given, under 


inhabitants of Huestora to 
destroy and bum eve , £0 68 to Jeave nothing to the 
French but the desolate wilderness ‘This valuable ad- 
Vico caused ué to increase our provisions and to attach to 
Gur perrons two peons, wo, mounted upon two strong 
mbles, were to act as dvanzadar or pickets, preparing our 
frugal’ meal ond discovering, if they could, a place of rest 
for the doy. This addition’ to my personnel was mado 
upon the suggestion of Antonio, who, in consideration of 
his valuable services, I censed to consider a servant and 
nsed to treat on a footing of perfect equality. 

We bad trayeled about fifty miles in the interior, strug- 
gling os wo could against quagmire, peludal soil, ‘insect 
and chills, when we reached what must formerly have 
been a palatial residence, a large hacienda, or building, sur- 
roundea by alot of small houses, buill ‘in the midst of 
everlasting shrubs ond flowers, but looking us if a horde of 
Vandals hud gone through, upsetting chimneys, breaking 
Yhroagh the roofs, and demolishing parta of the walls. 
Such magnificent ruins are not to be scen, I belicve, on 
any otber part of this continent, and seem like the remains 
of apother age and another civilization. Upon informa- 
tion, I learned that this Aactenda bad formerly been tho 
residenco of « Spanish nobleman, who bad become exceed- 
inely wealthy in the cultivation of the eugar-cane and 
indigo. But since the revolution, which drove ont the 
Spaniards from Mexico, the hacienda had }oan abandoned 
About 6 undred peous belonging to tho neighboring 
rancho wero living upon it, and cultivating the lands on 
their master’s oecount. But since the invasion of the 
State of TanonJipas by the French, they bad been im- 
pressed by Carvajal, and gone to swell the ranks of his 
army. We found no one upon the habitation save a few 
old men, women and children, and—as a reminiscence of 
the past—some magnificent fresco paintings decoratin, 
‘the walls of an immense diniig-room, in which a hundre 
guests conld haye dined. ‘ 

One night, os wo were ascending 4 steep bill, through o 
ponte cut into the live rock by the tramping of ‘inules and 
cattle, I was startled by the sight of hundreds of fantastic 
ebadows slipping through the corn-feld brakes, stooping, 
then rising, then stooping again, as if they were gathering 
something upon the ei. At this moment the moon, 
breaking through the clouds, allowed me to get a better 
view of what secmed, at that hourof the night, and in thie 
Bildermess, an illvslon produced by the wofbid state of 
the optic nerve. Ido not eay a dream of the imaginstion, 
for a man who, like me, has traveled several dys through 
the fierras calientes has too many privations to endure to 
be blessed by this quecn of poetry and dreams.

ged handkerchief ‘as o flag of truce, they told us that the 
anguzadas (pickets) Were on tbe other ride of the platean, 
and that Pedro Mendez, Carvajal’s lieutenant, aso little 
furghor back, at the head of about $00 horsemen, watebin, 
th€ advance of the French. Theee soldaderas, a8 I learn 
afterward, aro tho female companions of the Mexican 
toldicrs ahd gucrriliss, whom they followidaring their ox- 
peditions, providing them, in the measure.of their ability, 
with the comforts of a home. As the Mexican soldicrs 
do not earry any military stores along with them, the 
care of ‘providing the army with food devolves 


entirely upon these wretched creatures. They go 
by nigtt ‘aud doy merouding for the’ men,” aud 
cooking afterward for them the fruit of their 


Plunder. Thoy carry upon their heads in palm leaf baskets 
the kitchen implements aud what remains of the last meal. 
‘Their prewonce in the army is nut only tolerated bat 
sought for, for without their assistance the army oould not 
subsist, Many of these women are ae brave os any map; 
and although their presence io the camp is the occasion of 
lamentable disorders, and oftentimes give rise to a pro- 
miscuous intercourse’ of the sexes, itis nevertholess truo 
thot among Mexicans no military organization is possible 
Rithout them. ‘There women afe fonnd in both camps, 
among the Imperialiste as well as among the Liberals, fll- 
ing up the famo service with the one as with the other, 
sud equnlls usefel to both. 

Ef the night bad brought its tale of wonder to my Bonsco, 
tho day gus to be not less amazing. We sere just emerg- 
jog from a thickly get brushwood, planted opon the top 
‘of the bill, when We eux coming toward ue.at full speed, on 
theirmustangs, haltadoren Mexican offiecrs, attonded by 
ss maby Indies, their heads shaded by I rimmed straw 
hate falling down in froat and behind their beads. They 
were clad in short petticoats ending a littleabose the knees, 
And worn oricutal trowser’ underneath, the lower part of 
hich dissppeuced into high gaiters tied up around the 
wnklo with a lewher string. On their shoulders wax a 
kind of blouse open in front and Hxed around the waist by 
Brich gold-embroidered belt, supporting a revalver on ono 
sido aud a dagger on the ojber, Inquiring the resson of 
Aho presence of these ledies, I was told that they were the 
kept mistresses of the officers and tbat nearly every one in 
tbe army was provided with a companion of this sort. In 
tbo march they ride in company with ¢be staff officers, and 
spore than one fights side by side with ber lover. ‘Tho 
Zuilority of them, however, fil the office of spy, aro an

tered bere and there, in mony secludeN places, for the 
ueement of guerrills chieftains. 

No svoner was Antonio recognized than bo was sur 
Bounded dy this crowd of early visitors, who scemmed to be 
extremely Aoxious to kuow all about the movements of 
tho French. PF course, bo could not any much. He Lad 


only learned froma peon he had mot on tho way that they 
had struck tente at ‘Tampico, und were advancing in all 


haste upon Tamapache. He had also reen the popnlation 
of somo pueblos or ¥illages deserting their homes, and 
falling back upon tho lotter point, frightened at the idea 
of the adyanco of the forvign foe, who was represented to 
them as anthropophagi. As to his secrot information, he 
was keeping it for Gen. Coryajal himself, who was then 
at his headquarters, a few miles further. 

When we arrived at camp we saw that preparations 
were made to remove from ‘Temapacho to Ozuluama, a 


distance of about 60 miles. This movement was, ‘of 
course, relleving Co. Llorente, besieged with about 200 
men in the town of Temapnche, and preserving Gen. Car- 
vajal from tho danger or boing taken. between two fires. 
In looking at thoso troops, u portion of whom wer 
dressed in tatters, while the other were clad half as sol- 
s, half as citizens, armed with American muskets and 
olvers, I could not prevent suspicious feelings and a 
Wish for i better organization, and especially for a more 
orderly set of men. ‘Those whose deportwment seemed to 
tuo tho most eoldicrly were the Indians, who, in gencral 
aro stronger, taller and moro submissive, although 
their garments were coarser, and deprived of the suporilue 
ous gold and silver ornaments of which the Creoles and 
Mexicans of mixed breed are co fond. Of all the individ- 
uuls composing the Liberal army, they were algo the tnost 
disinterested and the most convinced of the right of their

tagny, wus coming down from Aguas-Caliontes upon Mon- 
terey; the second, commanded by the Moxican Gen, 
Mejia, was to drive Cortina from Vittoria, the 
cspital of Tamaulipas, to take and defend Motamo- 
ros, and the third, consisting of the counter-guerrillas, 
under Col. Dupiu, was to march from Tampico to Vit= 
toria, and from the lattor city to Matamoros, 80 a8 to free 
the Country from guerrillas, and to codperate with Gen. 
Mojia, who had been appointed Military Commander of 
three’ Provinces, New-Leon, Cohabuila and Tamaulipas. 
Tneed not tell 'you bere that this combination of move 
ments has since proved to be eminently snecessful, and, 
ulthough, as I have said, the belt of country on the Rio 
Grands cannot be considered as pacified, it is nevertheless 
true that all important positions aro in the hands of the 
Imperialists, while the Liberals are confined to a war of 
bushwacking on a largo scale. 

When Left Gen. Carvajal, he kindly informed me that 
he was going to raise his camp tho following day, and 
march upon the City of Ozuluama, inviting we at the 
samo time to stay with him so as to enjoy the sight of the 
discomfiture of the Fronch, which, in his catimation, 
would soon bappen. I do not think he caid this in ony 
spirit of gasconade; only ss he know the Fronch column 
under Col Dupin not to eseced £00 men, and ns his forces 
wero throo times as numerous, he eould not reasonably en- 
tertain the shadow of a doubt as to the result of tho con- 
flict. Expericnee was soon to demonstrate, however, the 
yanity of bishopes. Carvajal was, no dou 
taching a great value to his numoricial 
the gallantry and patriotism of bis mei 


ndantry and patriotiem of ble many indlviaied 
sidered, be hadith Pina athe Tete that personal cour- 


age is not'a substitnte fordiecipline,and a knowledge of the 
artof war; and ho forgot that half of bis aray comes dof 
cit#tens ruined and tired by a long anareby, bdd no heart in 
the conflict, and had merely (aken arms becauso they were 
compelled to do s0 at the peril of thairlives. 

A spent the night under tho tent of Col, La Garza, an 
Aidwie-Camp of the Genoral, who extended to me’ all 
civillties and attention, Soveral othoroflicers cane in while 
I was there, actuated, no doubt, bya contiment of curiosity 
as well as of interest for my person, and the conversation 
assoon became general. They spoke of the war then going 
on in the United States as of anevent in which they were 
personally interested, praising highly Gens. Grant, Shei 
tan, and other Federal offeers ond. malang upod) their 
peraons necurate remarks, and upon the issue of the con- 
Hict, predictions soon justitied by the turn military events 
assumed along the northern conét of the Atlantic Occan. 
Still what surprised mo most was to hear them speak 
coolly of the separation of Tamaulipas from Mosico, and 
of its annexation to the United States, considering ‘such 
‘an event as the only chance for that State to recover peace 
and prosperity. It was not certainly one of the least snr- 

rising incidents of my travel to meet men pledged, arms 
tn band, to the defonse of their country, apparently giving 
up the nationality they wero engaged in protecting, 
and talking of merging it into another grester and 
more prosperous. I could not help” inferring 
from this that a nationality thus sacriticed men 
pretending to be among its most loyal and devoted citi- 
zens was Enelly bound to perish ere long, unless strength- 
caed and held together os a unit by tho strong hand of 
some disinterested and friendly power, It waa ulso 
evident from my conversation with Carvajal’s officers, 
that they had given up all bopes of ostablubing a re 
Ular_and stable” government in Mexico short of aloan by 
the United States Goverament in men and money. Fifty 
millions of dollars and 30,000 well-aried and equipped men 
wore, in their estimation, the indispensable conditions by 
meaus of which this desirable result was to be reaebed. 

It was not long before Carvajal was compelled 
to modify his plan by the sudden arrival at Ozu- 
luama of the French column, under command of 
Col. Dupin. Compelled to renounco tho occupation of that 
Place in which the Chief of the Liberals intended to build 
up his camp, he stopped ot about $0 miles, from it, in & 
kind of small, atragiling villuge called Sun Bnrtolillo, con: 
sisting of mud-cabing, with palm-leaf roofings, eneconced 
in oninge and lime groves, and protected on its rear bY 
a virgin forest. The French soon marched to mect bin, 
but Carvojal, probably unwilling to risk a battle in {hat 

luce, decainped in the night, and took position nine miles 
Behind, in the village of fan Antonio, Located ina billy 
country, with ateep rosds herdiy accessible and guarded 
by guerrillas on horseback. It was at this place that Car- 
yajal waited for the Freuch. He began to intronch bitn- 
seff in the church—a dried stonebuilding of grest strength 
—vwhich he increased by the addition of a pslisde 
four fect high made up of beavy blocks; debind 
tho chureb, and commanding it, at a distance of about 300 
Fanls, waa the cemetery, surrounded by u wall built ith 

ayy stones, and around it some private buildings com 
pletal élosed and defended with loop-holes. All around 
the fortifications brushwood growth, behind which mn 
could oasily hide thomsclves and wait for the onemy with 

rfect eafety, wos spreading in every dircetion and mak- 
ing the defense of the place complete. In fact, the only 
position fram which it might have been successfally at- 
tacked, was.a swelling ground back of the cemetery; but 
beside its boing carefully guarded by Carvajal’s mex, the 
distance from t) elvillege was ere for thelatter to 
ron any risk fom the Minié rifle, with which the 
French had bean provided. 

‘The defenses it way be ecen, lthoueh esther barriod 

up, Bad been ss akillully directed as elrcomstazcee would 
allow; it would have been more formidable etill bad not 
the Liberal amy left in the war five rifled guns of Ameri. 
an manufuetsse, whieh, in the procipitancy ofthe retreat 
from San Bartollilo, it was viable to cary This 
deficiency, howexor, was more than compenssted by the 
advantage of position and by the numerical mpetisrity it 
‘onjoyed. Fortified-as Carvajal was, his position was jm- 
Pregnablo. To theso advantages be added that of having 
adody of men superior to whut I had seen in most of the 
Mexican corps I visited afterward, a0 congisting of 
pagueros, or Indian eattle drivers, of Fexits, und of 0 fo 
Fronch deserters, Tho foros he bad gathered at San Ay- 
toniowhon I was thers might have rected about 1,000 
infantry and 200 cayatry, 

As I wxs not particularly deairons to Participate in rhe 
glory of defendin San darts ta at Tuning tho 
chadces of being ebut up in the piscé 88 long As the siege 
lasted, I tool leave of Gen. Carvajal and his oftcers, with 
many thanks tor their kind attention 904 earnest prayer 
for thoir success. I gave to Antonio my servang, who 
had resumed his office of Colonel in the Liberal army, an 
old pair of boots avd o bowie-knife, the Rift of which msde 
him oxccedingly happy, for the poor fellow was barefooted 
‘ond had co means to r’olonish bis Fardrobe, Having thug 
settled my dobt of gratitude towsrd all, and repaid tho 


hospitality Thad received in the ODly ‘coin i C 
started off at all speed for Vittori% the capital of the 


State of Tamaulipas, whero I was called by my business, 
Thad not gone’ far, however, before tho word "halt!" 
sounded in my cars. ‘i lifted np my eyes and, to my great 


surprige, I foiind myself face to fuce with a detachment of 
the counter-uerrillas under Co. Dupin, who was then en- 
gaged in surveying the ground and in selecting the points 
from which the attack was to be made. Litnmediately 


fn intorview with so distinguished an officer—and, in fact, 
Twas not sorry, after having seen one eamp to seo th 
other—so I followed the French oflicer cheerfully to tho 
headquarters. ‘The men with whom I went, although ob: 
viously picked up among various notions and razes (for I 
recognized Nubians and Asiatics among them), were ad- 
tirably drilled, and seemed to bo perfect eoldiers in 
every senge of the word. ‘They were submitted tothe most 
Figid disciplino, and were not permitted to stopoven a 
minute to drink at the overflowing Wators of a spring on 
the way, although most of thom wore suffering from thirst, 
The officer in command, to whom I inade a remark on that 
subject, informed me that b allowed men in a stato 
of perspiration to drink. In the second place, ho as not 


euro the spring had not been poisoned by tho Liberals, 
Col. Dupin, to whom I was soon introduced, is a ‘man 
botween 40 and 50, of middle size, strongly bullt, with a 
hole and energetic countenance, ' His breast is ‘literally 
convered with decorations and medals duo to his long 
gorvicos, a3 well as to bis merits and gallantry. Ho speaks 
Driofly, but to the point, and ia overy inch a soldier, Ho 
Pueeived me politely, asked me whet Carvajal was daing—— 
a question which Icould not of course answer {ana he un- 
derstood it with the chivalric instinct of a soldicr), and 


took leave of me by stating that I could romain in his 
camp as long a8 Lehess, “and that will not be long," 
added bo, with a smile, “for I am going to attack Car- 
Yojal to-morrow.” Tcould not restrain a movement of 
surprise ot this extreme confidence, and thought that if 
the Colonel had scen, nT had, tho defenses of San An 
tonio, he might have spared bia vanity a. dsoppotutment, 
which, in my ignorance of his means of attack, I looked 
upon as certain, f 

‘The order for storming the place having been given, the 
next morning, at8 o'clock, I got up early, so a8 to have 


timo to exaunino with, oF own, eyes, tho’ prepara 

this diminutive sioge. The French, ns far as T could jadgo, 
numbered abont 400 mon, nearly all mounted ‘cavalry, 
three-fourths of whom on this occasion, however, ¢ 


mounted and fought as foot-soldiors. This small ‘body 


clenring the brushwood of all the troops, which werd 
pushed back upon the villuge, and soon found hitsclf upon 
Aathall plateau, on alofel with the cemetery. ‘Thore ho.net, 
however, w terrible tire of musketry coming from the houses 
surrounding the ccinctery and_a body of Carvajal’s cay- 
alry, which he forced toretreat. Ho and his men ran with im- 
petuosity upon the front of thachureb, where he was soon 
Rectan toastand-sull by tho strong palisude I havo 
already mentioned, and exposed too most terrible fire. 
Commander DuValion was to poy dearly for his audacity. 
‘Two balls—tired, as it was afterward proved, by on 
American rifle—reached him in full breast and brought 
hin down, His Captain (Valli) received a hall in the 
thigh, and was compelled to leave his command. Precier, 
his Sccond-Licutenant, was shot dead; Perret, his F 

Lieutenant, ecriously wounded. His soldiers were mowed 
down like sheaves under the scythe. It boing impossi- 
ble to remain in that, position’ ony longer, tho attacking 
column fell backword few bondred yards, and, turning 
round the cemetery, shiclded itself againat tho tito coming 
from the church, ‘In this critical juncture, the only thing 
the French could do to change a reverse into a kuc- 
cess was to unite all their forces and to cary 
the palisade by storm, But Col. Dupin, who know well 
he poril of undertading such o work with a handful of 
eh, preferred eannonading the palisade before orderi 
the dssault. ‘The difficulty’ was to transport the two how- 
itzors up to a hill commanding the cemetery under a gall- 
ing fire proceeding from the cometery itself, from tho 
houses surrounding it and from the church. Nothing 
short of the greatest gallantry could have carficd out such 
an enterprise. Co), Dupin's gunners devoted themselves 
to this murderous task. They took the two small ficld- 
pieces upon their shoulders, and under protection of the 
occasional swellings.of the ground they succoeded in 
bringing them up and in putting them in @ good position, 
‘This brave deed was not, however, achieved without great 
loss, ‘Two of the gunners were killed outright and six 
riously wounded. This naturally put an end to the ob- 
stinate resistance of the Liberals. ‘Tho howitzers broke 
tho palisade andentilading the church at nght angles soon 


compelled the latter to ubandon the building and fy in all 
directions. Most of them fled into the adjoining wood, 


Jeaving only in the hands of the French Colonel De lo 
Garza, Carvujal’s aid-de-camp, whose hospitality 1 bad 
enjoyed the night previous, 200 muskets, 56 American 
Titles und about $1,000. Such were the spoils of the battlo 
of San Antonio, one of tho severest which took place in 
Mexico since the fall of Pucbla. The French attributed 
tho resiatance of the Liberals to the presence among them 
of aboat balf-a-dozen American officers and 50 soldiers 
from Texas, who fought on that occasion with their usual 
gallantry and obstinacy. 

After that defeat, Carvajal's prestige declined so rapidly 
in his own State that he was compelled to leave it ib 
despair. Unablo to rally up his mep.ee.e.tg cantons tas 
Stat83 li Ofer To raise money and the army ho ix unable 
to reoruit in these regions. Since his doparture, no officer 
hos shown himself able to carry on the war with half as 
much success as he did, andthe Stato of Tamaulipas, 
although troubled now and then by guerrilla bands, ia 
actually almost eatirely under the control of the French 
and of tho Imperialists,

REPORT OF GENS. STREDMAN AND FULLERTON ON THE 
OPERATIONS IN SOUTH CAROLINA AND PLORIDA. 

Gens. Sicedman and Fullerton have furnished to the 
Secretary of War their report of tho oporations of the 
Frecdmes's Bureau in the Military Departments of South 
Caroling and Florida, They highly commend Gen. 
Scott, te Assistant Commissioner in South Carolina, 
for the wise policy that poryades his system of govern- 
ing ard feeding the freedmen. They say that ho bas 
freatly reduced the issue of rations to the frocdmen 
since taking charge of tho affairs of tho 
Burean in that State, and add that, in their judgment, his 
pred-cessor, Gen. Saxton, issued o much larger number of 
Taticas than would have beon required had he pursued the 
vris policy since inaugurated by Gen, Scott, of omploying 
reper means to induce the freedmen to labor, inktead of 
coc@uraging them to depend upon the Government for 
supplies, Faithful and efficient agonts of the Hureau who 
bsroconfined themselves to their legitimate fonctions 
have been aided in the discharge of their dutics by the citi- 
zens of South Carolina, while incompetent and meddle- 
pme “gents” wherever located have aroused bitter fecl- 


inge and encountered opposition from the white people. 
Tho report accuses Gen. Ely of the Columbia 
District of cultivating ‘different plantations on 


Government secount, leased by himsolf, and stote that 
@ number of colored ‘persons in his department suffering 
from swall-pox were suffered to dio of neglect, while the 
General was attending to his plantations, They recom- 
mend tho discontinuance of the employmont of citizens in 
the Bureau, aud instance several cases of tho evil of the 
agents being interested in the working of plantations. Tho 
following is their report in reference fo the Sea Island: 

Gr the Lath of May wa left Charieston by stearper and visto 
frst, tbe Sen Islands on the coast of Georgia, which have been 
nd 'sbill ore, together with the fnlands om the coast, under 
tho exclasivw control of the Freedmen’s Boreaa. On theso 
Islands there are 141 possesto-y titles held by the frocdmon 
under the order of Gen. Sherman and decided tobe valid. Thoy 
ioumber 22 plantations situated on James, Jobns, Wadaclaw, 
and Edisto Islands. The namber of treedmen now on all the 
South Caroilaa islands ia about 30,000. 

‘hes form, boweror, bat o proportion of the oggregate now 
bor who baré occupied the inlands since Gen. Sherman's onlor 
as issued: Many of those who first came hero’ remainod on 
the Jalands but a short time, and then returned to their home 
on tho mainland: others who taade small crops gathered them 
in ond lett to seek other employment. 

A large minjonty of the trocdmen who still remain on the 
fnlonde aro in destituto clrenmetances. On Wadmolew and 
Edisto Islands many who are cultivating lands for themaelres 
‘ould be compelled to abandon thelr crops wero it pot for the 
Provisions furnished thom by the plantors. Last scason Gov- 
‘ernmentrations and clothing ware faraished tomost of thefreed- 
mea who wore working laudson their own account, with the an. 
derstanding chat they should afterward poy for the supplies fur- 
plabed oat ofthe crops. But none of tho outlay thus {ncarred 
bas been repaid. We found om inguiry that rome fow of tho 
freedmen raised good crops, and coold easily bare reimbursed 
the Goreroment for the supplica provided for them, but most 
‘of them wore avindled ont of all Gat they bnd tonde by a gang 
of white sharpera, who pretended to be their friende, gst 
Uttle stores provided with sweetmeats, cboap Jowelry, avi 
Wartblesa articles of dress, with whioh they plundered beso 
poor croatures of their hard earaingy. ‘Tho samo class of per: 
fone who thus defrauded the freedmon last year, baye made 
exteanive preparations to secure this season's crop by the 
‘same means. We founda nnmber of theso stores on Edisto 
and Wadmelaw Islands, and meation one case a8 an example 
‘This.ono is on a farm rented and cultivated by a Mr. Under- 
Wood| of Boston, Mase. Accompanied . by Gon, Scott, wo 
{opped oa this plantation and investigated tho condition of the 
freedmen. They were working by the task” whlch is pre- 
cleely tho mannor in which thoir former owners worked thow. 
Tho pricos pald per tosk Is fifty cents, which if paid in monoy 
orita equiralent would be {air wages, but in lion of monoy 
tickets were given them oo which was prlated " Good for — 
in provisions at our store." ‘Theee tickets wore taken up by 
the storo-keepar wit corn at three dollars per bushel and other 
articles at similar exorbitant prices, Phere was no weat in 

bop, Tho fread people gathered rousd us while we wero 
and complained bitterly of thelr treatment, stating toat 
With tho wages pald them thoy were unable to earn enough to 
buy, at tho prices ctarged thew, necessary subsistonce. If 
these freedmen were paid In wonoy for their labor, they could 
escape the extortion of the abop-keopors, but with’ the tickets 
issued to them thes wore compelled to pay the prices obarced 
and to take whatever the ebop-keopers soo St te give them. 
Competition which would greatly reduce the prices of pro- 
Tislous, was provented, af least on thie plantation by military 
ordera. Mr. Tolls on an adjacent plantation, was sclling corn £0 
these people at two dollars per boshel and taking Underwpod's 
Ncketa Jn payment, but he was compelled to,desist by a special 
order.

What the exact terms of tho contract were, nono of tho freod- 
mea with whom, wo convorsed eeomed to know. Some bo- 
lieved they wero to gov. third of Luo crop, while oibers stated 
they srero to pay €5'each a month for tho rent of thelr cabins. 
Mr, Holton was not ov the plantation at the timo of our visit, 
and we were conseqacatly anable to ascertain the tra nature 
of the contract, no copy of it having been loft with tho freed- 
men. We called the aitoution of the Assistant Commissloaor 
to tho complaints of the frocdimen on this plastatlon, 

Chaplain Frencb, Barena Missionary, and the Rey, ©. TL. 
Bradwell (colored) of Edisto Ieland tated to us that a similar 
‘ocourrenca had taken place on tho plantation rooted by a late 
oflesr of the United States service, whore the freodmon, aftor 
planting thelr crops, bad been dispéesessed and forcibly com- 
pelea to sign a cootraot—n eqund of colored soldiers having 
een used for that purposo. 

‘While on Radisto Island wo visited the Eddings Plantation, 
which Is being oultivated by freedmen oxolusively, working 
undor the dircotion of one of tholr own number, a superintend 
cot chosen by themsclvas. Hore the peopl aro spparcutly 
doing well, and bavea falr prospect of a'good crop. Thi, 
howover, is almost the only lostaiice wa on any of 
the islands sthere tho freedmen cultivating exclusively for 
thomeclves, withoat white dircotion, wero doing oven toler 
ably well. 

Wo visited other plantations besid@ those abore montioned 
on Edisto and Wadmelow Ielnnds, but mention these only a8 
a fair Index of the condition of things eonerally. 

There aro no land grante undor Gen, Sherman's order on 
Port Royal Island, bat the froed people hold and aro onltivat- 
jog acousidernble portion ander tox titles. Some of yer

‘Tho 147 freedmon 
Working for Winchester & Scbusler havo planted S30 acrea of 
cotton nnd 115 of corn; the 475 freedmen working for ther- 
selves have planted only 20 acree of cotton and £00 acres of 
coro.

1a we could perceive wero Well treated and cared tor, and will 
mako mocey if they can be protected rom tha bad ioflucnces 
of ap wnpriacipled man, who came among them Inst yoor with 
8 permit from Capt. Ketobum, Narcan Agent under Geo, Sax- 
tou, bought their cotton at 10 conts o pound in the seed, and 
paid them mainly in whisky. This viclous man has exerted 
such nn evil influenco over tho freedmen as to mako thom 
Alsentiefied witb an exccedingly boral contraot, 

On St. Simon's Island theréare 12 valld lands grante incom- 
boring four plantations. ‘There aro botween 500 and 600 freed. 
men op the Island, wat of whom aro working for wagos, and 
well fed, and appear to be perfectly contented. On two af the 
plantations thes wore working without formal contracts, bat 
We woro assured that these frecdinen relied confidently on 
being fairly doalt with by thoir cmployors. Our visit to this

After detailing an account of a visit to tho Ogecchea

Jands they are now occupying at any time prior to that 
period by arrangement between themselves ond tho owner of 
the laud. Gon, Tilson and Scott both conoar with us that 
this arrangoment will givo general satisfaction to both the 
treedmep nnd tho Jand owners. Should thie recommendation

Roport of the Commitice on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures, 

After the examination of an scoumulation of mes- 
eages, reports, petitions, momoriala and Congressional billa 
on the subjects referred to it, the House Committes.on Coln- 
age, Weights and Measures bas submitted a lengthy report, 
oxbibiting the whole history of the efforts mado in this conn. 
try sineo the adoption of the Constitution to substitute for the 
system of welgbts and measures now in use ono that shall bo 
“'ntonco simple, complote, uniform and deoimal in its rela- 
tions. A yest amount of testimony, collected from all the 
nations of the World with which our country bas commercial 
nieroourse, has been compared and digested, and thi 
hun elicited aro eet forth fa ito report © dain 

‘The Committoo is of the opioion that, ““in respect to tho 
gold and silver coinage of the United States, uo specific ohange 
can. with propriety, be recommended for immediate adoption,” 
ond suggests thet ‘0 commissioner to the Paris ‘Expoeltion fo 
1667 be authorized to confer with commissioners from. other 
nations ou the abject of the eatabliahmoent of a system of coin: 

9 of uniferm value for all nations. 

t the Committee makea no recommendation of any specific. 
measure beyond the retolation submitted to the House. The 
conviction Is clear that loternational uniformity is of the 
tmost importance for the convenience of our external Irade, 
and of car general intercourse with forojgn ations; and that 
ot this tine, espeoiallr, it I¥ the daty of the Gorernment to 
proseente with encrgr its efforts to elfest an agreemont with 
the leading notions of Europe on this eubject. ‘The consent of 
tho United States, of England and of France, would necessarily 
‘ultimate in the eonsont ot all commercial nations. 

On the sablect of weights and measures, the Committee re: 
porte more fully and definitely, ‘Tbe history of the origin and 
growth of our present systom is presented, together with the 
‘efforts mode by Congress, the State and Treasury ‘De; 
ments toolfect 9 change. Tho argumonts contalaed in tho 
|-report made to tbe Senate by John Quincy Adams, Scoretary 
of State, in 1817, are reproduced to show the importance to 
commerce of a uniform system of weights and measares. Mr. 
‘Adams, upon fall ioveatigation of the systema thon in use, re- 

arded the motric system with much favor, and believed that 
it approsched most nearly to the ideal perfection of uniformity 
in wolghts and measures, and that it would, thorefore, in time, 
be tatroduced into the commerce of all nations, He recom: 
mended tho Government to consult with foreign nations, for 
tbo parpoze of catabliabing a universal aud permpuent_syetem, 
that would be recognized and employed throaghout tho elvil: 
ized world. 

Congress authorized the construction of standards of 
the common measares of length, welgbt and capacity, and 
thelr distribution throughont tho'Statos, but bas hitherto failed 
to tako a decisive atep {n advance. Meanwhile other govern: 
ments acting separately, have prodaced the very evila of want 
of uniformity which Sectetary Adams sought to avoid. 

Duriog tho last ten youra tho people of thie country have 
frequently petitioned Congress, either by direct momorials or 
throngh the State Legislatnres; to tate steps looking to the ea: 
tablishment of a syetem of weights and measures that would 
bbe uniform with those of otbor nations. In 166i, by request of 
the Seoretary of the Treasury, the National Academy of 
Scionces appointed a Committee to investigate this subject, 
‘aod instrncted It to report to the Commalttco of the Houso of 
Roprescatatives. ‘The National Academs’s Committee mado 
‘an exhaustive investigation, and reported tbo reaults of their 
labora throngh the appropriate committee to the House. From 
this report it appears that though the United States was the 
first to move in the direction of a decimal system reatiog upon 
 pataral and uolversally attainable standard, the effect of the 
delay of this Government, with a view to harmony in action 
with England, bas boca to render it possible that we will be 
mong the last in the colama of nations totake this great step 
io civilization. n

By dint of great persevorance on the part of the mai 
agers, and tho persistent good faith of the laborers, 
much of the ground was planted tho third time, aud 
in places whero the recession of tho waters was early, 
and in others auafivcted by the overflow, good stands 
are now reported, and thore is a revived hopo for a 
fair yield.

Ovr final extract shows that Mr. Davis's judgment of 
the negro is materially diffrent, in one respect, from that 
of some of the reconstructionists who waste their crocodile 
sorrows ovor his extinotion:

Speaking of the negroce, Mr.Davis remarked, as regarde 
thelr fature, ho saw no reason why they most dlé oat, unless 
remaining idle, If herded coretUer in {dleness ond Gth, os in 
the villoges establisbod by our wilitary powver, the small-pox, 
Ucentionsness ond drunkenness would mako KbOrt work of 
them. But remallng ou tho plantations, as heretofore, and 
employed for wages, tuoy wero a docile and prooreatize people, 
nitegethor differing frou the Indians, aud not likely to die ont 
Iiko tho lattor. ‘Lheir labor was needed; and though thoy 
could not moltiply eo fast In freedom ns udor thelr former 
Wholesome reatradate, bo saw vo good argument for their 
dying oot. 

Tu ten years, or perbaps less, the Soath will have recovered tho 

cuniary losaes of the war, It bas lind little enpital in manu- 
factures. Te capital waa io land and nogroce. ‘Tho land re- 
mains productive ox ever. ‘The negrocs remota, but thoir 
Jabor bos to bo paid for. Before tho war, thers bad been 
4,000,000 negrova, average value, $500 encb, or total value, 
$2,000,000,000,. ‘This waa all’ gone, and tho interest upon it, 
Which’ had beon the profits of the nogro’e Inbor in exoess of his 
cost for food, clothing and medicines. Still thelr Inbor re. 
maloa; and with this, ond such European labor as will be fin- 
ported and auch Northern Jabor as must low South, the prota 
of the Southern staples will not be long in-restoring material 
prosperity. 

It will interest, and possibly disencbant como of our 
foroign-born citizens to hear that Mr, Davis regards Foninn- 
ism ng “a farce to muke angels weep.” Wo have further 
personal views of Buchanan and Pierce, and once the 
Stato prisoner alludes to, the “ tinkle of Mr. Seward’s bell.” 
In Mre. Davis's Jetters to Dr. Craven, (wo read that the 
prisoner's faithful colored servant bravely knocked down 
a man for speaking ill of his master, which should prove, 
We think, to Mr. Davis's satisfaction, the capacity’ of 
colored men for suffrage. In thess letters, which-are 
gracefully and piquantly written, the child of the prisoner 
isheld up to sympathy as having once been told by a 
spiteful woman from Mine that his futher was “a rogue, 
‘a liar and an assasain," who would ‘soon be hanged," and 
taught by boys in the streets to sing “We'll bang Jeb 
Davis on a crabapplo tree.” To add to theso insults, o 
negro eoldier once Jeveled bis gun at Mrs. Davis's 
daughter to ghoot her for ealling him “uncle!” 

Mr. Davis, of course, believes that it would be better to 
surronder the blacks at once to the protection and control 
of the States, and has, it may be supposed, no particular 
liking for Abolitionists and philanthropists, to-whom ho 
attributes tho “ irregularitics"’ of the negro. Undea thOlaw* 
faf_ontngynastion ba Nhinbe— stew “ne E TOE DUBE suTer for 
their freedom.

Alloding to some of the Southern Jenders who had fed 
to Mexico, Mr. Davie said their dight was “an act of 
cowardice—an evasion of daty only to be excelled by 
suicide. They hod been instrumental in bringing the 
evils of military subjogation on the people, and should 
romain to ehare their burdens, . . . Tho schemo of a 
political settlement in Mexico was proposterous in pruc- 
tice. . . . No eottlers could bo imogined less fitted 
for the requirements of a new colony than a body of em- 
bittored politicians, still sore and smarting from a conflict 
in which they had incurred dofeat.” 

Independent of its intorest as 6 story of captivity, come 
consideration is duo to what wo have no doubt is a coneci- 
ontions report of the soyingsof 6 man at least noteworthy. 
It may he said of many men that they aro both better and 
woreo than they goom, and Mr. Davis is a phenomenal ex- 
ception to the gencral rulo of distinguished men, if his 
chamicter and aims have not been misconceiyed. The 
reader of Dr. Craven's book may learn by suggestion some 
of the best and the worst of Mr. Davis's intollectunl traits; 
and we are disposed to give fair hearing to Dr. Craven's 
asturanee, that “Afr, Davis ia remarkable for the kindll- 
ness of his naturo and his fidehty to bis 
frionds,” ie too Inrgo, if for no other reason 
than that human nature, and especially with great popular 
leaders, is too vast an estate to be given wholly to evil of 
mind and morals. Many things, howover, firmly remain, 
for which no account has been given, avd which cannot 
be explained away by o diary in which Mr, Davis figures 


as his own only witness.

‘Tho plan of Mr. Lossing’s work on the great Rebellion 
is the samo which he pursued 60 successfully in his pop- 
ular “Field Book of the Royolution.” Tho strictly his. 
torical portion is illustrated with sketches of porsons and 
places; anocdotes; extracts from tho cotemporary litera- 
ture of tho subject, such es popular songs, poetry, &c,; 
pictures and descriptions of flags, medals, military cos- 
tomes end fortified places; facsimiles of important doc- 
uments; and 6 grest. number of portraits. To any ono 
who is fomiliar with Mr. Lossing's other works, it is 
hardly necessary to say that the materials for the present 
one have been gathered and selected with eminent indus- 
try and good Judgment, and put together with tho skilhof 
an accomplished writer. The book is s rich storehouse 
of historical facts, and moreover a very enticing volume 
to read. It is so difforent from al the other histories of 
the war that it cannot readily be compared with them. It 
contains nearly everything thet will be found even in tho 
most elaborate of them, and has in addition thousands 
of thoso little incidents, explanations and illustrative 
facts which it does not fall within the province of a set 
history to notice. But it is from trifles such as these that 
future generations will obtain the most vivid idea of the 
ebarncter of the late conflict, a war which was not a strug- 
glo of genorals or dynasties, but the uprising of a great 
poople to put down a great wrong. The history, therefore, 
which bost illustrates the popular character of the con-

mont, he forgets that Galen himself placed tho intellect 
inthe brain, Ho haga little more reason for supposing 
that tho dramatist preceded his cotemporaries in tho 
know!edgo of the circulation -of the blood; but we ought 
not to overlook the fact that although Harvey's great dis- 
covery was not published until a fow years after Shak- 
speare's death, it was not, strictly speaking, a new revela- 
tion, but rather tho ¢cicntific establishment of o truth 
which had beon suspected before. There bod beon for 
somo time a vague idea that tho veins distributed the 
blood to the different parts of tho body—which we now 
know {e just tho opposite of their real function, for tho 
arteries distribute the blood, and tho veins earry it back to 
tho heart; and there is no evidence, in the pastage which 
Dr. Kellogg cites, that Sunkspearo had any otber than 
this yaoue and incorrect notion. That he ehould bave 
Known so much is remarkable enough, and we need not 
claim for him a prescionce which would have been little 
Jess than miraculons, and which we cannot prove that he 
ovor possesse 

Tho second part of Dr. Kvillogg’s book consists of papers 
on the imbeciles of the plays, such as Dogborry, Malvolio, 
Launce, Caliban, Bottom ond Quince.

Dr. J. Austin Allibone bas at last completed hie 
“Critical Dictionary of Englich Literatare,” and the escond 
volame will soon be placed before the public, The Philadelphia 
Press gives some statistics about this yalaablo work. It waa 
projected in 1850, and the anther commenced {preparing it for 
tho press ia 185, Tho drat yolome (A to J), of over 1,000 
pages imperial octavo, was pablished in December, 1858 Tho 
manuscript of the whole work, fairly copled for the press, fills 
109,044 large foolecap pages. Twenty-two months were re- 
qaired to write up the letter S, and about as many more for the 
Jotter W. Tho catalogao of autbors inclades 700 Smiths, 90 of 
whom are Johns. Altogether, there are 20,000 biographical 
and literary notices, and there are 40 indexes of subject. Tho 
entire mass of manuscript was copied by Mfrs. Allibone.

The motive power was a pair of 
oxen, whieh tho laborer hitehed to the pipe-layer and un- 
dertook to dnv The team refuecd Pat 
pounded thom, and was openly profuno;. Smith swore 
mentally, while the inventor atood calm and confident at 
the handles, waiting tho whim of the oxon. Prof. Mor 
looked on in philosophio mood,’ and regarded tho whole 
thing os a scientific experiment, At Inst, tho stubborn 
oxen moved, and went with a rush. In short, they ran at 
the top of their speed about 20 rods, with tho tall, gaunt 
figare of Cornell, his coat-tails atreaining in the wind and 
his long loga performing the most oxtraordinary feats, fol- 
lowing after and holding the pipo-layer to a 
performhnco of its duty. Notwithstanding the speed, the 
utility of tho machine was demonstrated—the pipe was 
evenly and safely laid, It was taken to Baltimore, oud 
with St, drawn by a team of cight mules, and under the 
irection of Cornell, ton milos of the first telegraph were 
thus successfully laid, at a cost of $10 instead of $100 per 
mile. But a defect was soon discovered which for a timo 
hrought the telegraph onterprise to o dead bolt. Whon 
Mr. C. was on his way to Baltimore bo stopped in Now- 
York, at the works where Prof. Morse was having the 
wires cncased in the lead pipes, under the direction of Dr. 
Fisher. With hie quick eye, Comell detected that the 
process of manufacturing the pipo did not’ ronder it per- 
feotly tight by reason of oir-colls Ieft in the lead. Ho 
asked Prof. Morso if perfect insulation was required, and 
ho answered, yes. He then told him that the lead pipe 
would not scoare this result, Prof. Morse thought othor- 
wise; but tho sequel proved that tho novice knew moro 
than tho savan. No moro than a mile bad been laid 
through a wet valley just out of Baltimore whon Cornell 
convinced tho electrician that the insulation was not por- 
fect. The galvanometer was applied to the wires, and tho 
indication told plainly what he bad predicted; the pipe 
had admitted water, and tho insulation was destroyed. 

‘When this discovery wos afterward made by Prof. 
Morse, the pipe had been Inid just to the Relay 
House, a name since so familiar in the progress of 
the lute Rebellion. Prof. Morse camo down ou the 
train to beg Cornell to have the pipeloying sus 
pended for a fow days, attributing the delay to unforeseen 
obstacles, Cornell purposely ran the plow under a rock, 
and lot tho eight mules break it as if by accident. Prof. 
Morse, Dr. Fisher, Smith, Vail and Gale, who wero all en- 
gegedin the work, now hold a ecientific council, to which 
| Cornell was not, of courso, sdmitted. Thoy camo to tbe 
conclusion that tho wires, which were wound with cotton 
throsd and thon saturated with gum shellac, could not bo 
drawn out of the lead pipe, and the copper wires could only 
4 besayed by melting off the lead. Tne more practical 
mind again proved that they were wrong, Cornell showed 
dy experiment that the wires could be pulled out of the tubo 
and three of them put back, after being wound with an- 
other thickfess of cotton{ yarn, and taking a sccond cost 
ofgum shellac, which the savans said would sccure por- 
fectinsulation. To do this, Prof. Morso said tho pipes 
must be carricd to Now-York, whero was ma- 
ebinery for winding the wires, ‘The expense 
would bo large, and thero romninod only $4,000 of the 
$30,000 appropriated by Congress. Tho inventive genius 
of Comell again came to the rescuc. He submitted to 
Prof, Morse tho draft of o simple machine for winding the 
wires, The drawing was taken to tho works of Ross 
Winans, anda machine made. Prof. Galo and Dr. Fisher 
resigned their office of Assistant Superintendent. Cornell 
was appointed and placed in (charge of the worke He 
took the new machine and the pipe, to Washington, 
and in the basemont of the Old Capitol went to work 
rewinding the wires. 

‘There ho spont the Winter of 1843 and '44; and as up to 
that time he had rcad no works on eloctricity, be obtained 
books from the Congressional library avd perused them 
diligently.

In 1863, he appropriated $109,000 to establishing a free 
library in Ithaca, bis home. His original idea was to 


erect a building costing $15,000, and to put in $10,000 in 
books. But ho wisoly concluded that such un institution, 
tobe permanently valuable, must bo self-sustaining. 
ho bailt nn edifice of brick, which 1s 104 fect long by 6 
wide, three stories high, witha basement. On the first 
ficor aro a National Bank, Post-Otfico, Savings Bank aud 
Armory, tho rental of which is $2,500—a sum safficient to 
pay repairs and othor expanses of keeping up the library 
duilding. On the second floor ares locturo hall, seating 
1,000 persons, library with capacity for 30,000 volumes, 
‘and two reading-rooms, ono for gentlemen, tho other 
ladies. The third floor is devoted to departments for 
agricultural and historical socicties, cabinets and museum 
This building is now completo, aud tho alcoves ia th 
library oro mado of native wood, simply oiled 60 ax to 
show the grain. Part of tho books are now in, and-tho 
permanent fund for their annual increase is $10,000. 

But Mr. Cornell has mado his namo a household word. 
by his recent splendid donation of $500,000 to establish 
University at Ithaca, upon certain conditions which have 
been accepted by our State, He has also given bis home 
farm of 300 acres, valued at $49,000, for tho grounds on 
which his educational palaces aro to be erocted, Ho has 
already purchased tho Jowett Palcoatological Cabinet of 
Albany for $10,000, which will go into ono of the 
muscums, Tho diforeut buildings will be erected a short 
Aistance north-east of the village, on an elevation 400 fect 
above Cayuga Lake, The agricultural department, ua the 


act of incorporation requires, will be opened in 
July, 1867, Tho annual income for building por- 
poses is $35,000, and the policy will bo not 


to impair the capital. The Stato bss appropriated for tho 
support of the Cornell University the income to be derived 
frour the Land Grant Fund permanently invested for that 
purpose, Tho number of acres appropriated by the Fed- 
eral Government to our State, to be devoted to the cause 
of education, in which agriculture should be a prominent 
feature, is 990,000, This land scrip is now worth in the 
market only 60 cents por acre, and would therefore pro~ 
duce, if sold now, only the sum of $595,000, but Mr. 
Comell has begun to buy in and locate this scrip, and 
hopes, by thus increasing {te value, to secure for the sup- 
port aud endowment of this institution the princely in- 
vestment of $3,000,000. 

To 1864, Mr. Cornell <usde a proposition to the Trustees 
of the State Agricultural College gt Ovid, Sencea County, to 
endow it with $300,000, on condition that the Stato would 
appropriate to it one-half of the income of the Land Grant 
Fund, and remoro the institution to Ithaca.

‘Tuespay, Juno 5.—Aimong the subjects talked of to-d 
was Spring planting of various root crops. 

The Parsne INN wos oeked to give his ex- 
perience in growing p: , and their value aa food for 
stock. He anid, in substance: ‘Ihe yuluo of parsneps for 

eding stock ix not properly appreciated, We havo used 
thom for fattening pigs, for feeding mileh cows and work 
oxen, and count thom superior to uny other roots. They 
increaso the quantity and improve the quality of milk, and 
they certainly make eheay, eweet pork. We hayo never 

ound any better feed for work oxen than parsnops. We 
‘ut thom protty-fine in a machino, and feod a pair of oxen 
half a bushel at a time, throo times a day. ‘To grow a crop, 
it is well to commence preparing tho ground tbe previous 
year, hy plaating some erop that will keep the soil clean 
ind dewply worked. ‘Then plow in Autumo, and sgain in 
Spring, with turning and subsoll plows, 12 to 24 inches 
—the deeper and looser the bottor, and the moro well 
rotted manuro you work in, the heavier will be the crop, 
Tho land must bo rich, deep, and mellow, and free from 
sticks, stones, or hand lomps, or The roots will grow forked, 
and of much less value. To mukea profitable crop, you must 
crow long, straight, smoothroots, If coarse, unformented 
inanure is'used, the sceds aro opt to fail. When ready to 
plint, turn two furrows togother, £0 as to ruiso a bed threo 
luches high, whieh is raked smooth and a trench opened 
with a bayouet hog, in \hieb the seed is dropped by hand; 
king oato not to cover too deeply. No machine answers 
io drill parenep seed, and that kept over ono year is apt to 
Fail, unless it bas been very safely kept. Hung up in a bag, 

‘Adry room, is the best way to keep seed. he drills are 
inche# upart, and sceds are sown much thicker than 
they aro intended to grow, mixed with nudish éeed, to mark 
tho rows aud onable us to put in the horse-hoo much sooner 
than otherwise, It is ono of the most important things to 
bogin early, and keep constantly ahead of the weuds, us 
the work ean then all be done with horse or mule, exeopt 
thinning out, ania little weeding from the row, at a cost 
of $5 to $l0'on acre, by German women. If weeds aro 
noglected, they somotines make acostly crop, Care must 
be takon in thinning out, ay parsnep-tops ufo poisonous, 
When wot, to many persons, A well managed parsnep crop 
costs no more labor than a potato crop. We sow in April, 
May, or carly June, For Winter uso, we dig and storo in 
pits in Autump. ‘Those for Spring may be let stand whore 
they grow. In harvesting, we run a subsoil plow close to 
the ro\r, and that loosens the earth so that a man ean pull 
the roots out easily. Tho produce has. been from 00 to 
1,000 bushels per acre. We make our pits about six foot 
wide, and raiso to 0 charp ridge, and cover with atraw aud 
dint,’ Those wo dig in Spring keep well til June. Tho 

ng, sooth roots are Beleoted for seed. 
Carrots,—We sow by machine, abouts tb sced per ac 
Sowed by hand, it will take 4 to 4] Yb. Wo mix radishes 
wilh carrots also, Saw from May 10'to June 10. All the 
preparation of land and cultivation is similar to that for 
parsnops. Tn storing, mora euro must be taken to proyont 
frvouing, We cover thy pits two feot decp, and put coarse 
manuro onthe north side over thut. Wo get 150 to God 
Dushels por qere, and found ready market this year at G2 

nts a bushel. For horses, carrots ore valuable, fed 
with oats or meal. We give half a bushel ut a feed, threo 
or four times 6 week. 

Mr, Baupwin said he had a horso which had been badly 
fonndered, which is always lame while fed on oats, and 
agver lame whon fed on earrots. 

Mr, Bunocs eald the prize etop of parsueps in England 
was grown in black eand, covered with barley sprouts, from 
tho malt house.

Ono on- 
gnged In. tho strawberry busiuess ought not to neglect the 
Straw part. Perhaps if rye bad beon sown between the 
rows Inst Pall, it would have been a great help.

Tirger the plants were, the poorer aud smaller ia the fruit.

Plunts of modorato size, and tolerably close tegether, did 
best. Lom sorry to say I hear of no settled plav. "The 
more Lhave studied und exponded, and the harder T have 
worked, tho less successfal huye I been, Next year wo 
expeet to do better, We have set out new grounds, be- 
cause wo have found that we cannot got a first-rato trop 
except on Foung plunts, aud that old plants are nearly: 
worthless. “We think we! baye learned this for certain; if 
we havo, it is tho only thing we have learned, T do not 
Know that it is right to tell it, but Lwill, though 1 do not 
want avyboiy to take me as’a guide—the largest. crop T 
over raised was whore the only Work dono was to mow off 
tho weeds in the Fall, aud hoo ont a littlo grass in March, 
Thero were a great many plants, but the truit was sesn- 
dalously smoll, I bave a faint conviction that alittework 
is all-important, that the lind should be good, and that 
much work isu damage. But lot nobody listen to me, for 
Treally know nothing about it.

Tubacco-Juice Vin 
Farmers’ Club, put int s barrel of cider a good plu 
tobacco, and it will soon turn the cider to good vin 
ina dry cellar.” 

Perbaps it would, but if we novorbavo anycider-vinegar 
untill we got it by that process, we hull contiauey in 
preference, to buy aquafortis, or uiuriatio acid and water, 
Which city dealers soll for vinegar. Rather than use tho 
tobacco juice, we should prefer to administer that to the 
dofeetive cows’ eyes, ond put the hen droppings into tho 
cider to make vinegar, 

Mr. QUINN said thut tho best use of tobacco was to keep 
the bugs off vines, and fleas from cabbage and turnip 
plants.

‘This dish is pro- 
forred by inany to the beat fruit pies, expecially if sorved 
with a little milk, or svreot cream, 

‘Note.—Tbo crackers if brokon into amall bils andstirred 
into the sauce will soften in ove or two hours. Put into 
gooil milk u fow houra bofore wanted, they will soften and 
form n perfect article of bread and milk. 

‘Tho moisture being right, any desired amount of chew- 
ing may be secured by proporing the above a longer or 
shorter fime before wanted, 

Cracker Meai—Tho wheat moal crackers coarsely 
growd are excellent with milk, or stowed fruit, 
und ean bo eaten partly of wholly dry by invalids or per= 
a fatto poor tooth, whose state of health may requir 

ry food. 

Remarks.—Not only the unbolted wheat meal crackers 
but the sea biscuit or *‘ hard tack,” propared with sauce us 
above, ure an excellent substitute for fruit pics. 

Sea ‘captains and lurge families, whose baking facilities 
ro limited, will tind the 8 valuable addition 
to the table, 

If tho med in onr amny and navy could simply bave had 
thoir choice of white or brown crackers, and been fur- 
pishod a constant supply of dried apples—<o casy to trans 
port and prepars—it would have siyed tho uation thou 
sands of lives and millions of dollars. 

Bulk in Food,—In proportion to nutriment, is beginning 
to be botter understood. Magendie ascertained by his ox- 
periments with dogs, that life could uot be sustained over 
lifty days when thoy were fed upon fino flour bread and 
Wateg, though whou fed upon bread containing the whole 
or v Jarge portion of the bran they were found in no ri 
spect to suller, 

Persons who are troubled with constipation, by making 
the unbolted wheat meal broad, or crackers, with fruit, a 
part of their daily food, will soon experionee 4 more regular. 
and healthy condition of tha system, 

Discolored Furniture—To Reatore.—Got a few cents 
worth of “Indion Red” and “Burnt Umber,” For ma- 
hogany color mix Indian Red with common furniture yar- 
nish. Thin tho varnish with benzino or turpentine; use a 
vory little boiled linseed oil to prevent it from drying too 
fast. For black walnut color mix both powders till the de- 
sired shade is secured: apply with rue, Any one may 
thus at very small cost restore their furniture to its origi- 
nal color. 

To Prevent Rust—When stoves are not in use, oil 
them with sweot olive ofl (all grocers keep it), when again 
used it will burn off with scarcely any smell. Coal-seuttles 
should be cleaned and oiled insida and ont with “boiled 
linseed oil,” obtained at any paint-shop. 

‘Musty Bottles or Jareuto sweotened with lyo or dis- 
solved Soda; allow it to romain in a short time, thon scald 
and dry them. They will not must if a little salt is put in, 
or whut is hotter, if cleaned and dried when not in use, 

Food cooled quickly, unless scaled, will keep much longer 
than if cooled glow. “Milkmen cool'thetr milk quickly’ in 
order to have it keep well.
